TiM  people  of  Austria, 
who  should  know,  call  Austria  a.  tiuciaii^tic  Re- 
public. IHa  Oarmans,  who  are  charged  with 
having  cau.sed  all  the  trouble  in  Au.stri;i  al.so 
call  their  country  a  Socialistic  Kepubllc.  Cana- 
dians Of  aU  polMeal  oplnfc»iB  are  quite  as  de- 
terminedly opposed  to  wnr  r\5;  Mr  J  R  Wix^ds- 
•WOrtb.  Public  opinion  in  Canada  Is  practically 
unanimous  on  thai  point;  yet  the  radicals  of 

Canada  persistently  proclaim  ttlOlr  bcU«C  that 
there  Is  a  war  party  in  Canada. 

If  there  should  be  a  war  in  Buropa,  irtilch 

OftrybOdy  dtfOUtly  pray.s  there  may  not  be.  It 
wlu  not  ba  a  war  provoiced  by  capitalists.  It 
will  be  a  war  caused  by  elements  which  profess 

to  be  opposed  to  capitalism,  the  Socialists  Of 
Austria  and  Germany.  Great  Britain  mi^  be 
caned  a  eapttallttie  country  by  tha  radteaia  of 

ihat  roiinfry  and  of  Crinada,  but  Great  Britain 
eertainiy  does  not  want  war  and  will  exercise  all 
the  influsnBS  te  bar  power  to  avert  war.  We 

might  venture  even  farther  than  that  and  de- 
clare that  the  Dominions  of  the  British  Empire, 
atthoogh  thiy  may  ba  elassad  by  Socialists  as 
capitalist  nations,  are  not  obsislgd  by  any  mili- 
tant amtirations.  but  are  ardent  advocates  of 
peace,  atthough  peaea  may  entail  sogM  sacrlflees 
of  a  material  nature.  Nor  is  capital  in  the  ab- 
stract inclined  to  foment  war,  tor  war  Is  daftruc- 
thro  of  capital  aa  wvU  at  off  other  thted  of 
graater  importance. 

When  statements  of  the  above  nature  are 
mada^  thay  are  made  as  appeals  to  ignorance  and 
prajudlce.  If  a  nation  were  threatened  with  In- 
faslon  and  loss  of  Its  Indaptadence,  It  would  be 
for  the  people  of  that  natten  to  daelda  whttlier 
a  war  o(  odf-defence  be  justlflabla. 


As  the  Walrus  is  reported  to  have  said,  the 
time  has  come  to  talk  of  other  things.  Readers 
of  the  newspapers  have  had  enough  talk  and 

speculation  about  wars  and  rumors  of  wars.  Let 
us  change  the  subject.  Instead  of  talking  about 
assassinations  and  deaths,  let  us  consider  things 
appertaining  to  life,  such  as  the  weather— which 
we  always  have  with  us — and  the  crops— which 
we  caimoi  always  depend  upon.  Crops  are  the 
chief  sources  of  the  health  and  the  wealth  of 
the  people  of  Canada.  There  are  many  other 
things  of  Importance  to  the  lives  and  the  wealth 
of  the  people  of  Canada,  but  without  crops  there 
cannot  be  complete  prosperity  throughout  the 
country. 

There  are  wide  differences  of  opinion,  then, 
as  to  the  prospects  of  the  crops.  Some  reports 
are  good;  some  of  them  not  so  good.  Observers 
and  correspondents  report  that  in  some  sections 
of  the  West  the  yield  of  grains  will  be  abundant. 
From  other  sectu  ns  the  reports  are  that  both 
the  seed  and  the  soil  have  been  carried  away  by 
the  winds,  and  there  will  be  no  crops  at  all 
worthy  of  consideration  sne«pg.by  tha  spaealators 
In  the  exchanges. 

In  the  eastern  parts  of  Canada  the  advices 
are  that  the  crops  will  be  ju.st  about  the  average. 
In  many  parts  of  the  United  States  and  In  some 
of  the  countries  of  Europe,  the  fervid  heat  and 
the  winds  combined  have  caused  conditions 
which  have  created  dismay  In  the  minds  of 
agriculturists.  But  all  these  reports  must  be  con- 
sidered in  connection  with  prices.  When  there 
is  a  shortage  In  food  supplies,  prices  rise. 

The  shortage  In  yield  is  gntnf?  to  be  so  pro- 
nounced that  there  are  at  lea.st  prospects  that 
the  surplus  of  grains  which  has  been  accumu- 
lated in  the  elevators  and  the  bins, will  all  be 
absorbed  to  meet  current  demanda  In  ttM  nurkets 
if  the  world  Thus  there  is  no  condition  which 
lias  not  Its  compensations.  The  thing  which 
gOfammonts  have  attempted  to  do  by  limiting 
acreage  and  other  devious  and  doubtful  devices 
has  been  done  by  the  processes  or  the  vagaries 
of  Dame  Nature.  Next  year  we  may  be  in  a  posl- 
tlnn  to  bepin  on  the  old  ba.sl.s  of  b<'licf  that  a 
good  crop  is  nut  a  calamity  but  a  blessing.  In 
that  case  it  will  not  be  necessary  for  profound 
economists  to  subsidlaa  fannara  for  xafrainhig 
to  plant  crops.

After  the  Ok  i'  W:ir  nations  of  Europe  which 
need  not  t)e  named,  tried  experlm'^nts  in  govern- 
ment aeeocdinff  to  the  kmi  of  the  t>eopi0.  Those 
exprrimrnts  filled  p..s.Mi<lv  because  they  were 
not  given  fair  trials— but  popular  government 
was  rejected.  There  may  be  differences  of  opin- 
ion abdut  the  Brltlsli  ■  ■  •l-m  of  udvernment  and 
administration  as  compared  with  Commtmlsm, 
VasoMb  gnd  Naaism,  but  when  a  change  of  gov- 
ernment becomes  nrrecsary  under  the  British 
qf>tem.  it  can  be  made  without  killing  the  head 
of  tha  govemmant.

OoBtract  Bridge  has  developed  a 
vocabulary  all  Ua  own  and  Indeed 
It  might  well  be  said,  without  draw- 
ing too  much  upon  the  IniaRinatlon.
